It will be remembered that in last week’s Griz we referred to the action of 
a committee of the Loyal League” asking the Utah Commission to change 
the form of oath they had suggested to registrars throughout the Territory, 
to which the Commission made the following reply: 
* Office of the Utah Commission, Salt Lake City, April 28, 1887. 
Hon. C. N. Bennett: 


Dear Sir, In response to @ request by a committee of gentlemen that called 
on this Commission several days ago, in reference to a change of the form of 
the registration oath which has been furnished to the registration officers 
throughout the Territory, we would respectfully say that we are nat convinced 
of the propriety, or necessity, of making such change, for a number of reasons, 
among others: First. Because we are satisfied that the oath furnished by us is 
in aceardance with the law. Second. The modifications proposed by you, if 
equivalent to the language employed by the act of Congress, are unnecessary ; 
aud it not in accordance with said act, they are illegal The law is one de- 
claring the political disfranchisement of the citizen under certain conditions, 
We hardly need add that such laws, as a rule, are viewed critically and con - 
strued striotly by the courts, in favor of political manhood. Third. The re- 
quest comes at such a late day (the registration beginning May 2nd), and 80 
i the printed forms of affidavits to the number of 35,000 have been 

uted over the Territory, that the proposed change would occasion much 

and great unnecessary expense. Fourth. Plainly it is not the intent of 

5 to preecribe any religious creed to the citizen, but to prescribe a rule 
of irrespective of his present or future secret intentions or convictions, 
49 of any of them. The oath we have formulated in the terms of 
the ye is but auxiliary to the enforcement of the actual observance of the 
law, the rule of action prescribed by it; hence, as a conclusion, it is 
plain to us, that whosoever takes the oath and transcends the rule it 


— 
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precribes by perpetrating a prohibited and punishable crime, thereby incurs 
not only the stain of moral perjary, but liability to legal punishment for the 
commission of any such prohibited crime; and this consequence would.as 
logically and necessarily follow the infraction of the form of oath which we 
have furnished as the interpolated form which has been proposed. Fifth. The 
fact that Congress has prescribed the oath is, in itself, an assumption by that 
body that the oath will not be vain, but be practically binding upon con- 
science and useful. Otherwise why the legal requirement of the oath? Nor 
is this construction inconsistent with either the municipal or moral law, which 
respectively presumes the honesty and innocence of the individual, uatil that 
presumption is overcome by competent proof. Sixth. Since the interview 
with the committee at our rooms, we are advised that a written communica- 
tion was to be presented by the committee, and afterward we received in- 
formation that it would not be presented. We therefore make this reply, 
desiring to be entirely courteous to the committee, apprehending that farther 
delay might be misconstrued.

The Queen of the Sandwich Islands passed through Salt Lake City en route 
for England on the 29th of April. The City Council hearing that the royal 
party intended passing through Utah, tendered the freedom of the city to 
her majesty and party, but previous arrangements for the journey would not 
admit of more than a stay of a few minutes at the depot. 

The train was about an hour late, and by the time it arrived there 
had assembled at the depot a great concourse of people anxious to see the 
sovereign of a nation with whom the citizens of Utah are so generally well 
acquainted. The D. & R. G. train going north carried three car-loads of 
passengers, who made the trip for the purpose of extending courtesies to the 
royal party. Representing the city were Aldermen Webber, Cope and Pyper, 
and among the prominent citizens present were Apostle F. D. Richards, Pre- 
sident A. M. Cannon, Hon. John T. Caine, Hon. F. S. Richards, S. P. Teasdel, 
Esq., D. L. Davis, Esq., H. P. Richards, Esq., F. A. Mitchell, Esq., and many 
others, together with ladies. Besides these, and among this number, there 
were in the party several who had spent much time in the Sandwich Islands 
as missionaries, and some ladies who had been there, and lastly the Sandwich 
Islanders who have made Utah their home, went up in a special car to pay 
respects to the Queen and party. On the arrival of the Central Pacific at 
Ogden, it was learned that the party was composed of the Queen, Kapiolani, 
Princess Leleokalani, General J. O. Dominus, Governor C. P. Iankea, Col. J. 
H. Boyd and four servants. While still in Ogden several of the prominent 
citizens of that city were introduced to the party, among them the Mayor, 
, David Eccles, and Hon. Jos. A. West. As the train was leaving Ogden, the 
committee of the Salt Lake City Council was ushered into the Queen's pre- 
eence, when Alderman Webber, chairman of the committee, made à fitting 
address of welcome. The address was interpreted to the Queen, ‘who ex- 
pressed her gratitude for the courteous treatment she had received, and ex- 
pressed a wish that she might find an opportunity of visiting and accepting 
the hospitality of Salt Like on her return, which she certainly would do if 
she spent time anywhere. The run to Silt Lake was uneventful save for th 
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introduction of those who had made the trip from that city for the purpose of 
extending a welcome to the Queen. While on the down trip also, the natives 
of the Islands were taken into her presence, and a scene was witnessed which 
showed how deeply implanted in the hearts of the natives was the love of the 
island they had left and of the Queen whose.subjects they were. Tears filled 
the eyes of natives, and the Queen herself was not without them. She had 
already enquired concering the welfare of her subjects in this Territory, and 
seemed specially desirous of knowing how they fared, and expressed a wish 
to converse with Sister Kafakeni, in whom she seemed to have especial inter- 
est. Sister Kafakeni kissed the hand of the Princess, but when she came to 
her Queen, unlike subject and sovereign, and very like women, they kissed 
each other, and from the eyes of both tears began to flow. Then she talked 
to Sister Kafakeni, and the latter told her fully and freely of the treatment 
they received here, and the Queen was pleased that her subjects were given 
the consideration and kindness they spoke of. Her attention was also drawn 
to an article which appeared in the Salt Lake Tribune, in which it was stated 
that the reason the Queen was unwilling to stay over in Salt Lake was be- 
cause the Mormons” had gone among her people teaching them immoral 
practices, On this subject she conversed with Brother Richard G. Lambert, 
who had been a missionary in her kingdom for several years. Regarding the 
article, she denied it absolutely and wholly. It had been arranged that her 
party should go through to the east direct. Not even in Chicago was it pro- 
prosed to make any stop, and she stated that she held in high esteem all the 
“Mormons” she had met; that the “Mormon” people in her kindom were 
among the most moral, and that she believed that the Latter-day Saints were 
always endeavoring, as they always had endeavored, to elevate her race by 
teaching them moral principles and improving their social condition. Await- 
ing the arrival of the train in Salt Lake City were Mayor Armstrong, Re- 
corder Wells, and some of the City Council. Held's band was also present, 
and by discoursing pleasant strains made the long wait, if not short, at least 
more agreeable. When the train stopped there was a rush for that part of 
the train where the royal party were, and as soon as doors could be opened a 
stream of people began to pass through who were introduced to the Queen 
and with whom she shook hands. This was kept up for some time, and even 
then the crowd had but commenced to go through; but it was stopped. The 
train was moved forward a distance, and the Queen shook hands through the 
window, often extending both hands. As the train moved off, her Royal 
Highness stood on the rear platform and waved back the adieu which were 
waved her from the assembled throng.

It is not-wisa in the Elders to continue year after year to preach to the peo- 
ple where they have been well warned and manifest no disposition to receive 
the Gospel, but they should earnestly seek for the revelations of God to guide 
them where to go. He knows where there are a people who want His king- 
dom, whose hearts are right before Him, but who are darkened by the doc- 
trines of men, and He will guide. It is no use wasting valuable time, neither 
is it wise to give up a place until it has been properly warned. All should be 
valiant for the Gospel and lift up a warning voice, preaching as the Holy 
Ghost shall give utterance, and seek new fields where the Gospel has not 
been preached When Elders lose all faith, and feel there are no more to 
receive the. Gospel—that the people do not want it, and are too prejudiced 
against it—that it is impossible for the Lord to deliver them because of the 
prejudice they have through the misrepresentations that are abroad, and that 
it is no use attempting to preach the Gospel, they certainly should go home, 
where they might possibly be of some use, for they certainly would only be 
wasting time to remain here. It is no use attempting to preach the Gospel 
under any such feeling. Is the Lord's hand shortened, that it cannot save? 
No! There has always been a heavy pressure. against the truth, but it does 
not effect His elect nor the honest in heart. They are sure to obey the voice 
of the true Shepherd, and He draws them by.His Spirit through the preach- 
ing of His word. Then let the Elders be encouraged, magnify their calling, 
and seek by faith to co-operate with the heavens in winning souls unto Christ. 
We have nothing to do with the misrepresentations or mass of lies issued by 
a corrupt anti- Mormon” press. If the people prefer to believe that trash, it 
is their loss. Our duty is to preach the Gospel, bear our testimony, and 
warn them of judgments to come, which the signs of the times indicate are 
approaching very rapidly. Remember the Lord hath suid: 

‘Ye shall declare whatsoever things ye declare in my name, in solemnity of heart, in 
the spirit of meekness.in all things.

Wa publish in this number of the ran a letter from the brethren laboring in 
the Australasian mission, giving an account of the spread of the Gospel among 
the Maoris of New Zealand. It appears that about three and a half years 

ago the Elders began preaching among the natives of New Zealand, sd ep as a 
result of their labors, they have brought into. * Church 2,292 souls; 647 
being baptized within the last yen. 

This work among the Maoris is of 1 lagert to the Latter-day Saints. 

The reason for its being 80 is this: From a similarity in the cast of features, 
habits of life, and in the fundamental characteristics of their language it is 
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quite evident thut ‘they are of the same race of people us the Sandwich 
Islanders, and the American Tndisne—are indeed Lamanites, remnants of 
that once splendid race that oceapied the whole American Continent, and 
filled it with extensive cities, beaubifal villages, and noble temples and pyra- 
mids, the rnins ef which are scattered about in ‘various parts of that great 
continent. Being descendants of that people, they are heirs of the promises 
made by the Lord to their fathers to the effect that they shall not be wholly 
cast off, but shall be held in remembrance, and a remnant be rescued 
from destruction and become a “ delightsome people.” It was also promised to 
their fathers that these remnants should come to a knowledge of the record of 
their forefathers—a promise now being fulfilled by the Elders taking to them 
the Book of Mormon, which they are receiving with great delight. . 
The acceptance of the Book of Mormon among the remnants of that once 
noble race is a source of interest among the Saints for another reason. It is 
said in the Book of Mormon that when the words of the prophets contained 
in that book should go urto the remnants of the house of Isreal—of which 
that record is a history—it should be a sign unto the people that the work of 
the Father had begun among all people for the accomplishment of His promises 
unto the house of Israel. By that sign we may koow that the work of the 
Father has begun amiong the Lost Tribes, among the Jews also, and that it 
will be consumated in the establishment of Zion and the rebuilding of Jeru- 
salem (see Book of Mormon, tii Nephi xxi). 1

great latter-day work. And we know 
that many of our friends in Zion are 
on the watch for any news from this 
field. We are therefore pleased to be 


able to give an en ing account. 
We have just held our third annual 
Conference which all, except two, of 
of the Elders laboring in the Austra- 
lasians Mission had the pleasure of 
attending, an océurrence which has 
not been precedented in the history 
of the mission. 

At Muriwai in the Gisborne District 
an already commodious building had 
been enlarged for the occasion, and 
the natives gathered in great numbers 
from most parts of the island. The 
number was estimated at 500. 

One by one the Utah Elders arrived 
from their several Districta, and greet- 
ed each other with that cordiality so 
characteristic among them. There 
were twenty-five in number, Brother 
Davis laboring in the Wairarapa and 
Brother Blythe in Australia, being 
unable to attend. 

On Friday, March 11th, at 10 a. m., 
Conference was opened, President 
Wm. Paxman presidin The eight 
Districts were reported by their re- 
spective presidents, and showed the 
mission to be ina most gratifying con- 
dition. 

It is now about three and a half 
years since the Gospel of Christ began 
to spread among the Maoris, and to- 
day our strength has reached 2,292. 
This is an exceedingly high number 
when we consider the disadvantages 
under which the early Elders had to 
labor, they being few in number and 
unacquainted with the habits and 
language of the people. The mission- 
aries have now inc and many 
of them speak the Maori language 
quite fluently. They are extremely 
zealous in the cause of truth, and as a 
result of their labors 647 souls have 
been added to our number in the past 
year. The work is fast growing 


and the number of laborers is still in- 
sufficient. The harvest is great and 
the laborers are few.” Those who 
- labored in the earlier part of the mis- 
gion were valiant and cou us, 
pressing on in their labors — 
sunshine and shower, exposed to the 
elements and compelled to conform to 
the customs of a semi- 


race. 
Such things were hard to endure and 
demanded men of sterling integrity. 


Yet while many of these difficulties 
have been, to an extent, overcome, 
others are continually arising, the 
magnitude of which seems to far sur- 
pass all previous ones. 

Formerly there was but little perse- 
cution. Our number being consider- 
ed so insignificant that it did not 
effect the majority nor endanger the 
ministry. Later it became the sub- 
ject of petitions to the native ministry, 
and by degrees as our numbers in- 
0 it became a source of discom- 
fiture to the “hireling priests” who 
with jealous eye saw their sheep, one 
by 2 depart from their man- made

Again, the Evil one,“ who seemed, 
as it were, to wink at the handful, 
has apparently grown enraged at the 
increase, and desires to assert his 
powers, doubtless realizing that his 
time is short, and unless he throttles 
the plan in its infancy, his dominion 
will be gone forever. If, then, those 
who have labored in the past have 
experienced difficulties, those who 
have yet to labor will require increased 
strength and a double portion of wis- 
dom, judgment and the spirit of God. 

We are pleased to notice that the
